The Wood Hirer Times has a long ac- 


count of the adventures of Thomas F. 
Cox, a minerr who left Bonanza April 
12 for Stanley Basin, expecting to get 
work in the placers at that place. Fall- 
ing to obtain work, he started lor Saw- 
tooth City, distant forty-five miles, and 
camped on the night of the 14th at Val- 
ley Creek. The next morning, shortly 
after starting out, he met two men from 
Sawtooth, and made inquiries about 
the trail. These men either misdirect- 
ed him. or he misunderstood their di- 
rections, for on arriving at the creek 
that flows out of Redfish Lake, he took 
up that creek instead of keeping on 
about six miles further to Beaver Creek. 
He followed the c-icek, arriving at the 
cabins at the head of the lake about 
three p. m. Supposing the town was 
just beyond, he kept tra%cling until aft- 
er dark. Then a snow-storm setting in

ly he got his bearing and started back 
for the cabins, when

ing a tire, he pulled off his boots and 
found both feet fro/en.

county delegate (his name can IK- gi\en if 
required) stepped up to a well-known 
Macou connty- Republican, and no doubt 
supposing he was a democrat, the visitor 
began talking about the prospects and 
the situation in the district. Tho McLean 
man wanted to kno%v if Mncon bad a man 
to present before the convention. The 
Republican was taken somewhat by sur- 
prise, but, as no questions were asked him 
as to what party lie trained with, lie sim- 
ply answered interrogations and let the 
confidential delegate do most of the talk- 
ing. Iu the course of tlie conversation 
the McLean county man volunteered the 
information that the prospects for Steven- 
son in McLean county were exceedingly 
bright.

McLean comity, which comprises the iiHth 
senatorial district. It had liven ag.-eed 
among the denieicrats, said the delegate, 
to spare Nichols 5(1(1 democratic votes, 
with the understanding that he (Nichols) 
was to deliver a majority, if not all, the 
prohibition votes to Stevenson. And as 
he imparted this bit of political tiickeiy, 
the delegate winked in a manner that 
impressed the Itepnbhcaii that possibly 
he was the sly Bourbon who had cooked 
up the job. On tho amendment question 
this same delegate became quite talkative, 
and said "We'll have to play it fine to 
pull through'' and keej> those senators 
and lepresentatives in favor of submit- 
ting the proposed amendment out of the 
next legislature. By implication IIP ad- 
mitted that the democrats at the state 
convention held on the 7th, had probably 
overdone the resolution business n litile, 
but it didn't make any great difference 
'We'll manipulate things so as to come 
out ahead in the end." 


In this connection it will probably be 


of interest to state that Mr. J. W. Nichols 
is generally recognized as one of the most 
active and radical prohibitionists in the 
west. He is a publisher of some note, and 
a fluent talker. He was a delegate from 
McLean county to the piohibition con- 
gressional convention held in Dec.itur 
uot long since, when Captain Harts, of 
Lincoln, was nominated. On that occa- 
sion he heartily supported Halts, made 
several imgiug speeches, and was elected 
a memljer of the piohibition central com- 
mittee. We know nothing of the truth 
or falsity of the statements made by the 
McLean delegate except as stated above. 
Evidently Mr. Nichols is playing a double 
game on the sly, looking mainly to his 
own success while he makes Harts and 
his friends believe that lie is a true blue 
ribbon mau one that will not strike a 
bargain of any kind with either e>f the 
"old parties." But the McLean county 
democrat unwittingly "let the cat out of 
the bag,' and now there will doubtless be 
more or less caterwauling, scratching and 
hair pulling iu the 28th, and all ovei the 
Fourteenth congressional distuct.
